Jersey City 
market in 1913, which resulted in a 
number of lambs being ^ killed and 
others injured in transit^" 

Henry .lohnson, the a;^ed colored 
man. who was so terribl.f injured by 
a iia'fliet in the handsj of Henry 
Meade, an L. 4c .\. engintjer, and who 
was charged with housebreaking, 
pleaded guilty in Circuit Court.

LONDON, Nov. 20.— Comparative 
claim in tlie west and reawakened ac- 
tivity in the east, are taken by Lon- 
don to indicate that tke Qerman mili- 
tary chiefs have decided to concen- 
trate their enargiM at the present 
stace of tlitf war toward dealing, if 
P O— Ud e, a crashing blow to Russia.

Large numbers of engi- 
neers are being sent to the fiont and 
German ingenuity is to be pat to the

•Miiac Um faandatod ooontry. 

U. 8. DBTERMINBD TO AVOID COM 
PUCATION& 

WASHINGTON, Not. 20.— On "the 
intanr* of the Tarks at Smyrna in fir- 
ing on the launch of the cruiser Tenn- 
essee depends the outcome of the epi- 
sode. 

Acting Secretary of State Lansing, 
Thursday ui.i;ht said the instructions 
of the department to Am'Dassador Mor- 
genihau were to mal--e "inquiries" con- 
cerning tiie alfair and advise this 
Government fully. 

He drew a distinction between mak- 
ing "inquiries" and asking for an "ex- 
planation." although he admitted that 
imder the instmcUons the Ambaaisa- 
dor wottld be expected to Hud out how 
and why the firing occurred. 

President Wilson conferred Thurs- 
day night with SecreUry Daniels, of 
the Navy Department, and Acting Sec- 
retary Lansing. The President sum- 
moned the two Secretaries to learn 
1!' tho'T had hoy\\ any \v )rd from Tur- 
key si^wMi'ip; i^i^hi ,,,1 tiiV rv'ascn3 for 
firing. If there is continued delay, it 
is probable that the American Govern- 
ment will ask the British Admiralty 
for tlie courtesy of its wireless in the 
Mecliterraneau to reach the American 
ships. 

Officials of tlie State Department 

emphasized the determination of this 

Government to avoid becoming invblv- 
ed in the European war. They indi- 
cate their intention to go to almost 
any length to avoid complications with 
Turkey. 

This is interpreted U> mean that in 
the event of an open rupture this Gov- 
ernment would take no aggressive 
action. Its course would probably be 
to get all Americans out of Turkish 
territory quickly. InaHnuch as the 
United States has asaomed charge of 
the diplomatic interests of the allies, 
its activities would probably be ex- 
tended to getting out all Christians, 
even if in doing so it had to make use 
of armed forces. 

Tlie belief is tliat when that is ar- 
coniplisiied the I'nited States will 
witiidraw its ^hips and allow tlie 
wliole matter to iiang fire until alter 
the close of the Kuropean war. Then 
it v»-ill present it.- bill for indemnities, 
and. if neccessarj tu use loree to ob- 
tain satisfaction, will do it at that 
time, whei| it will be possiijle to evade 
having a part in the world wa' .
